Every Public School shall be opened with the reading of the Scriptures and the Lord s Prayer, and 
shall be closed with the Lord^s Pra} r er or the prayer authorized by the Department of Education, but 

no pupil shall be required to take part in any religious exercises objected to by his parent or guaidian. 

fn schools without suitable waiting-rooms or other similar accommodation, if the parent or guaidian 
demands the withdrawal of a pupil while the religious exercises are being held, such demand shall be 

complied with and the reading of the Scriptures shall be deferred in inclement weather until the closing.
